Expect First 
Stores to Open 
In Autumn of 1955 


STANFORD (Special) — Build- 
ing construction is to start within 
a week on the 15-million-dollar, 50- 
store Stanford shopping center, it 
was announced yesterday by Alf 
E. Brandin, executive officer of 
the university’s Jand development 
program. 

The regional shopping develop- 
ment will encompass seven major 
buildings, including a branch of 
the Emporium; there will .be pay- 
ed parking areas for 4200 cars. 

First units will. probably be op- 
ened in September of 1955 and the 
entire center is scheduled for com- 
pletion in March, 1956, he added. 

The site, 55 acres which was 
once a part of the vineyard of Sen- 
ator Stanford’s stock farm, ‘fronts 
on 1500 feet of El Camino Real, 
just south of Menlo Park. It has 
been taken into the Palo Alto ci- 
ty limits. 

The Emporium’s Stanford 
branch is the fifth unit of Em- 
porium - Capwell company’s 
group in the bay area. Work on 
this unit is set to begin by Nov. 
1, and at the same time excava- 
tion will begin for the adjoining 
building which is to house Jos- 
eph Magnin’s, Reos Brothers, 
and other major retail clothing 
outlets. 


Another, separate building’ will 
be occupied by I. Magnin. The con- 
struction schedule calls for con- 
struction of this and the:four oth- 
er buildings of the center by Jai 
uary of next year. 


Floor space of the seven units 
will total 512,000 square ‘feet, of 
which 92 per cent will be commil- 
ted to tenants, Brandin said.’ Leas- 
ing arrangements. have-. been 
agreed upon with the four stores 
named, and negotiations are. in 
process with the other prequeatine 
lessees, 


Among the tenonts willbe .a- 
permarket, bank, a national ‘¢ 
variety store, pharmacy, fociaiie 
ant, Shoe store and other specialty 
shops. 

LEASE PROPERTY 

The Emporium, I. Magnin ‘and 
one other building are to be con- 
structed by the occupants on land 
leased from Stanford. The other 
four buildings will be erected by 
the university, and leased by the 
latter agency. Terms of leases are 
not being revealed. 

Dinwiddie construction com- 
| pany of San Francisco is building 
the Emporium and Wagner and 
Martinez is contractor for the uni- 
| Versity-owned structures, 

Directly to the rear of the 55- 
acre shopping center site are 30 
more acres which are reserved for 
future expansion. The area abut; 

a 50-acre traet which is being de- 


veloped for administrative and 
professional offices. 

Contracts have been let for 
the installation of utility lines. 

Senator and Mrs. Stanford 
founded the university on their 
9000-acre stock farm in 1885, and 
today, in the master plan for the 
development of the university, 


3500 acres will be reserved for 
campus used. 


_ The remaining 5500 acres are be- 
ing developed for commercial, 
light industrial and residential 
use. The shopping center is an in- 
itial step in this program, which 
may require more than 25 years 
to consummate, according to

to retain, has shown ability to handle his job with far-better-than-

In addition to these men in the statewide field, we whole-

Proposition !2 would return voting privileges to persons cole 
victed of infamous crime after they have completed paying their 


legal penalties. 


Proposition 15 would allow a dangerous exception to the 
principle that the people of a city shall govern their city with- 


out outside interference. 


Proposition 17 would divert funds urgently needed in our 
state highway system and for maintenance of our city streets to 


be used for paving parking facilities. 


On the Local Level: 


This year, the voters of San Mateo county are asked, also, to 
approve a $1,000,000 bond issue to finance a county airport. ‘The 
Civil Aeronautics Authority has characterized the Bay area as 


one of the worst in the nation for adequate airport facilities. 
The cost is small. Vote “Yes” on County Proposition A.

Puppets Populate League Unit Workshop 
Which Moved to Menlo Park This Month 


Now “at home” is the Junior i PE 
League (Palo Alto unit) puppet 
workshop on 1245 Rosefield way. 
This happy marriage of imagina- 
tion. and willing hands is to cul- 
minate in a first special show the 
early part of next month in behalf 
of the Junior Red Cross. 
~The Menlo workshop is unique 
to Junior League activities in this 
area, and was originally formed as 
a non-fundraising project to en- 
tertain sick, convalescing and re- 
tarded children. Once a year only, 
at Christmas time, the workshop 
presents a play just for the young- 
sters of local League members. 

The puppetry project began as 
an offshoot of monthly parties giv- 
en for children at the cerebral pal- 
sy school in Redwood City. Re- 
hearsals for the first play, “Adven- 
ture of the Brownie Who Wanted 
the Moon,” began during winter 
of 1950. The actual premier per- 
formance was given on April 26. 
1951, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. A. Holden Higbee. 
INNOVATION. FOR 754 
Since then, the League unit has 
presented their plays at the Stan- 
ford Convalescent home, CP 
school, Speech and Hearing clinic 
at Stanford and as a part of the 
blood procurement program for 
the Red Cross. This year’s innova- 
tion is the showing in behalf of 
the Junior Red Cross, both Sequo- 
ia and Palo Alto chapters.

Its budget is smaller than that 
of, say, the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School District.

For the Good of the Community: 


Your Chamber of Commerce Was Founded on Civic Spirit 


The desire of civic-minded Men- 


Jo Park citizens and businessmen 
1o work for the improvement and 
general welfare of the community 
has many times in the past mani- 
fested itself in formation of a 
chamber-of-commerce group of 


one sort or another. 


Some such organizations were 
briefly effective; others were not. 
Files of the Recorder reveal 
that, prior to incorporation of the 
city in 1927, one such “chamber 
of commerce” even plumped for 
annexation of the infant town of 


Palo Alto. 


All such organizations, howev- 
er, before formation of the pre- 
sent Chamber of Commerce of 
Menlo Park, had one failing in 
common. All were operated strict- 
ly on a volunteer basis, and as 
soon as the enthusiasm of the civ- 
ic-minded became dulled by con- 
stantly carrying the load “single- 
handed,” the organizations tend- 


ed to fall apart. 


Today’s chamber, however, 
started life in 1951 with the de- 
termination that, if it was not}, 
worth hiring a person who could 
devote his full energies to the

Menlo Park’s Mayor Charles P. 
Burgess, realizing that Menlo 
| Park was one of the fastest-grow- 
ing communities in the state, ran 
;for election to the Sequoia dis- 
trict board in order to see if he 
could expedite construction of a 
high school here. He was elected, 
became chairman of the board, 
and achieved his goal. 

At the time of his election, all 
Menlo Park and Atherton high 
school students attended Sequoia 
high school in Redwood City. That 
plant, taking care of the entire 
district, grew more and more 
crowded each year. By 1948 it 
had nearly 3000 students, and was 
considered to be bursting at the 
seams, 

In the face of this growth, 
the high school was built here 
and opened for classes in the 
fall of 1951, with a designed 
capacity of 1500 students. 

School administrators, mean- 
while, had a pretty good idea of 
what was coming up. 

Looking over enrollment fig- 
ures of the elementary school dis- 
tricts in the area and figuring 
that sooner or later all the young- 
sters attending them would have 
to be accommodated in the high 
school, they launched another 
building program in the northern 
part of the district, which result- 
ed in the construction of Carl- 
mont high school in the San 
Carlos-Belmont area. 

Naturally, all this cost money. 
Taxpayers, viewing their local 
tax bills, found that a larger and 
larger proportion of the amounts 
called for went for the support of 
schools.

issues with which to finance new 
schools, It currently has another 
bond issue before the people— 
one calling for $6,250,000 on 
which voters are to cast ballots 
on Dee. 7, 

It is anticipated that this will 
build two, 2000-capacity high 
schools, one for the Woodside 
area and another for the East 
Palo Alto area. 

The upcoming bond issue is 

endorsed by a citizens’ commit- 
tee which was formed after de- 
feat of a previous bond proposal 
put before the voters in Febru- 
ary. 
That last proposal gave an in-| 
dication of the temper of the peo- 
ple: There were some cries about 
“frills” and extravagances; there 
were criticisms of proposed school 
sites and administrative costs, 
and the bond issue required a 
two-thirds majority to pass. 

Actually, even with all the 
criticism, a very small voter turn- 
out appeared at the polls to de- 
feat the issue—less than 20 per 
cent of the electorate cast ballots. 


MORE CAPACITY 

But with defeat of the bond 
issue and with recommendations 
of the district’s citizens’ commit- 
tee calling for it, changes were} 
set up for Menlo-Atherton high 
school. The school, which had 
been expanded to a gapacity of 
1750 from the original 1500 for 
which it was designed, was order- 
ed expanded still further, to a 
capacity of 2000.

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Early Churches 
Symbolized 


Pioneers’ Faith 


THE PIONEERS’ FAITH was 
symbolized in the Menlo Park 
area by the city’s three oldest 
churches, among the first pub- 
lic buildings to be erected here. 
Senior among them i the 
Church of the Nativity, which 
faces Oak Grove avenue a short 
distance west of Middlefield 
road. The building was con- 
structed in 1873 and is still in 
service as a place of worship 
for hundreds. The 110-foot 
steeple was added in the 1880's. 
Next church to be constructed 
.in Menlo Park was the Menlo 
Park Presbyterian church, con- 
structed in 1874 at Santa Cruz 
avenue and Chestnut street. The 
chapel, known as “the church 
of the pioneers,’ was razed in 
1951 to make way for commer-

cial development, while the con- 
gregation, faced with problems 
of expansion, moved to new 
quarters at the present Santa 
Cruz avenue-Johnson street site. 
Next to be constructed was the 
Holy Trinity Episcopal church, 
shown in lower photo. The 
building, constructed in 1884 
and fronting on Encinal avenue, 
was moved before the turn of 
the century to a site facing Oak 
Grove avenue and later, in 1946, 
re-moved to its present site on 
Pine street. Though Holy Trin- 
ity parishioners now worship in 
a new, larger chufch at Ravens- 
wood avenue and Laurel street, 


the older historic structure is 
still used for Sunday school 
classes.

charter the promise of one day a 
year given over to the auxiliary’s 
fundraising, and finally, the an- 
nual party which climaxes the 
summer months in this area. 

Mrs. Walter (Kay) Haluk of | 
Palo Alto, this year’s Woodside- | 
Atherton Junior auxiliary chair-| 
man, sums up the work of her or- 
ganization in one word: “unique.”

In the first place, Kay Haluk | 
points out, the convalescent home| 
is the only one of its kind in the | 
West, and so are the junior aux- 
iliaries—five of them—who assist 
the senior auxiliary in its support.

Four main build- 
ings provide for boys and girls 
of all races and creeds. 

The home provides 
care, medical services and class- 
| room instruction, and is available | 
to children from the Bay area! 
who need a long period of con-| 
valescent care, whether or not 
they can afford it. 

In addition, the home serves as 
a training center for nurses and: 
jattendants who are learning the 
1art of nursing and caring for con-| 
valescents. 
| POST-POLIO CARE H 

Children are referred to the} 
home through private physicians, | 
hospitals and out-patient clinics. 
One of the innovations at the fa- 
| cility has been the recent pro- 
vision of post-polio care and 
| therapy and the treatment of the 
very young. 

The home has no tie with | 

Stanford university, except for 
| friendly working relations. The 
' school and home have separate 
boards and separate administra- 
tions. 

The convalescent home entirely 
lacks the “sickroom” atmosphere

Two tricycles, one wagon, a 
small bank account, two rooms 
and a surplus of enthusiasm com- 
prised the equipment of the Men- 
lo Play Center Cooperative nurs- 
ery when it was founded in 1951. 

Today the center boasts a fleet 
of wheeled toys, a larger bank 
account, an attractive building at 
1148 Johnson street and just as 
much enthusiasm. 

The cooperative nursery was 
launched by the pre-school sec- 
tion of the American Association 
of University Women, Menlo-Ath- 
erton branch, who sponsored the 
facility for two years . 

Now the nursery center is a 
part of the adult education pro- 
gram at Menlo-Atherton High 
; school, although operated by ap- 
proximately 52 cooperating moth- 
ers who work two mornings a 
month and attend two night meet- 
ings each month. 

TWO GROUPS 

Children are divided into two 
groups at the center.
